THE KEWEK QUESTION IN NEWPOHT. 


To the Editor oj the Daily .JVt'ttw:— 


Tho permanent interests of our town ro- 


quiro an early consideration of tho sower 
quofition, wilh a View to complete and per- 
manent works. 


Without having given especial study to 


Iho problem, and with only Iho somewhat 
unsatisfactory piano table sheets of tho 
United States coust survey as a guide, I sug- 
gest tho following sketch of a plan which I 
think, might if properly matured, load to a 
satisfactory eolutiou of the difficulty, BO far 
as relates to Iho closely-built parts of Iho 
town: 


1. Lay an ihlercopliug main sower iu or 


near Spring street, loading from Bowery 
street or. thereabouts to some point near tbo 
corner of Touro street; (hence, passing iu 
front of Iho elate house, entering and fol- 
lowing tho lino of Farewell street to tho 
junction of Thames street, nud thence, by 
Iho iiiOKt practicable route, to tho west side 
of Coastery' llarbor Island, delivering (at or 
near high wnler mark) at a point whoro all 
sewage would be discharged at onco into 
tho doop and moving waters of Narragan- 
solt bay. 


u. Deliver into this intercepting .sower all 


of tho sewage of that part of tbo town lying 
lo tho east of Spring street which can be 
conveniently drained in this direction, ns 
also KO much of AVaruer street, Broadway, 
Ayrault street, etc., and tho lands adjacent 
thereto, ns can bo drained toward the so uth 
or west. 


i!. Thin will provide for nil savo tho dia- 


trict lying west of tho intercepting sowar. 
Tins district may bo provided with its own 
system of drains delivering into a reservoir 
or catch-basin of sufficient capacity nl Ray 
convenient point near to Iho harbor. 


•I. At this point place n steam pump with i 


sufficient power to raise this sewage and 
deliver it into the inlerceptiug sower on 
Spring street. Tho operation of this whole 
system might bo confined lo tho bousc- 
Bowago proper, and lo a small part of tho 
rainfall,—tho water of heavy storms flowing 
as at present, into tho harbor. 


It has been shown by amplo experience 


abroad that Iho cost of handling tho sewage 
of houses and of moderate rains by steam 
power ia comparatively trifling; nud tho 
pump would, in our caso, have tho groat ad- 
vnulage of affording means for lifting wnter 
to the heads of Ibo sowers nfc Iho summit of 
tbo bill, Kiiflicioiit lo flush Ihom clonu them 
when necessary, and,incideiitally,for supply 
ing reservoirs of ault water on tho hill fiu 
watering streets, thus saving tho great 
present cost of hauling all tho water used on 
Ibo avenue and adjacent streets up the sloop 
hill roads. 


Having given to the committee of high- 


ways my view of Ibo main sower now being 
constructed from Washington square to tbo 
corner of Tanner nud Oak streets, I take 
occasion lo say hero that that sower, which 
is fnr loo largo for auy duty that it can ever 
bo called ou lo perform, must inevitably 
become a sewer of deposit, or an elongated 
cesspool, in which foul matter will accumu- 
late to tbo detriment of tho public health ; 
Ihat its cost will bo greatly larger than that 
of a proper sower would be ; that it is es- 
pecially objectionable as delivering near 
loW'Wator mark : and tbat, unless continued 
from its proposed terminus, quite lo tbo 
shore Hue, oven Ibo comparatively small 
amount of water that it will carry, will bo 
likely lo flow wilh such velocity as lo gorge 
tho present outlet aud ionr up the street 
near tbo junction of Long wharf witb 
Thames street.
